When I first heard that the Cockney Rejects were coming to town, I thought for sure that it 
was just a joke but when it was confirmed, it just seemed really wierd. Why would they come all 
trie way to Los Angeles to play when they have'nt even played in thier home country for three 
years? A Goldenvoice employee said they would probably get laughed at if they played in England, 
and that nobody even takes them serious over there anymore because of their music direction. 

No matter what, they were playing in L.A. at the Olympic Auditorium on August 4th. 

I was told that the Rejects had signed some sort of contract to only play their old songs, 
even the fliers around town read...'The Cockney Rejects-doing the old stuff !". This has got 
to be a great show- what more could you ask for?, the Rejects playing ,T Hate of the City", 

fT Police Car", fr Fighting in the Streets"; the list goes on and on. Just the thought made me more 

excited to see them. 

Friday night there were so many skins and punks, I could'nt believe it. Though the Rejects 
were playing with four other bands, it was obvious that there were many hardcore Rejects fans 
there to witness the band's debut. Outside the Olympic, I saw a friend who said he met the band 
a fa'/ hours earlier and that they (the Rejects) were shocked at the amount of people that were 
there, they could f nt believe so many people turned up just to see them. 

By the time the band took to the stage, the crowd was pretty hyped up and when Jeff (Stinky) 
Turner yelled the words, "this one's called 'Badman™, the crowd went crazy. There was Jeff 
on vocals, Micky Geggus on guitar, Keith Warrington on drums, and someone on bass I didn't 
recognize-but took place of Vince Riordan. My first thought was, this show is gonna be great . 

But just the next few songs changed my mind and I'm sure, changed the minds of the audience too. 

The band played "Leave It", "Feeling MY Way", "I Saw the Light" and "It Aint Nothin'"- all 
taken from the "Quiet Storm" record (their latest heavy metal album; if you can even call it 
heavy metal). A few responses came about when "It's Over" (the one and only song) from “the 
"Power and Glory" album and "Join the Rejects" (the one and only song) from the "Greatest Hits 
Vol. 1" was performed. But from then on it was still downhill. The band did'nt even seem to 
notice the crowd's unhappiness towards the choice of songs, even when a couple of bouncers 
jumped off the stage Into the crowd, then proceeded to give the Rejects the old ’flip of the 
middle finger'. I barely even noticed anyone tapping their feet to the music. The songs were 
so slow and boring, it was ridiculous. Seeing Micky Geggus with long hair was completely fine 
with me, seeing him playing a different type of music was fine too, but to see him strumming to 
a song like "Quiet Storm" and actually enjoying it, was so shallow and absurd that it even 
seemed funny. But it was'nt funny- I paid eight bucks to get in and see a lame rock band. 

After the show, I did'nt hear one person say that they enjoyed the show -not one ! 

I don't know if the Cockney Rejects really Knew what the people wanted to hear and that the 
idea a contract for old songs really existed, because they seemed entirely content with what 
they were playing. During the show Turner said that they used their own money to get to the 
states and to excuse them for any instrument mess-ups because they had'nt played live in three years. 

Though I guess I was a little impressed to be seeing the Rejects in the flesh, I definitely was'nt Impressed 
with the show. I understand that bands need to change and that the Rejects are probably tired-out of playing 
songs like "Oi Oi Oi" and "East End", but to play 99% of their dismal and stale rock was just pointless. 

One of the songs played seemed to sum up the whole night...'The Greatest Cockney (Rejects) Ripoff". 






We'll stupid me went to check out the Rejects at Oscar's Comhusker on August 7th with expectations of 
maybe they will play a different set and that the Aug. 4th show was just a fluke of some sort. This time 
they did'nt even play one old song. Chants of "Play the old stuff!" came from the crowd but Jeff Turner 
replied by saying "hey maybe it's because we are getting old or something but no more 'Fighting In The Streets', 
We’re still the same people and we're here to play rock and roll, so fuck all those people who said we would 
play anything else. So if you don't want to here it, then leave. But you should listen to us and get 
mellow - get into it". (GIVE ME A BREAK!) 

I learned that night that they were supposedly miss-booked and told by Goldenvoice that they were to 
headline a big Rock and Roll show in Los Angeles. I also learned that the Rejects never even planned on 
playing an old song at the Olympic show, but were told by their manager that if they did'nt - there would 
be some sort of riot.

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Though I featured this band in my last 
issue, I found it imparitive to show you 
them again. The RISK is Craig on bass, 

Scott on guitar, Doug on vocals, and a new 
addition, Arron on drums. I saw them live 
June 8th at the Cavern Club. 

The sweat running off the walls was 
from either the power generated from the 
band or the lack of ventilation- in. this 
case it was both. The trademark of this 
band seems to be the rough vocals and 
screeching guitar chords. The first time 
I heard this band, they seemed to be 
deprived of not having a steady pounding 
drum backbone, but this problem has been 
solved by the addition of Arron. Now the 
band sounds much tighter and stronger.

number one hardcore band. Ninty percent of the 
stage bouncers were skins and a majority of them 
came to L.A. with A.F. The group played many songs 
from their "Victim In Pain" album.
